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PREFACE. 


So various are the opinions of men, that every thing 
which is propoſed to the PusLic will meet with the 
cenſure of ſome, and the approbation of others; and though 


every one feels praiſe more agreeable than blame, he muſt 
content himſelf with having deſerved it. 


Since the time of EpwarD the VI very little im- 
provement has been made in the method of teaching the 
Latin Tongue. Many continue to tread the ſame rugged 
path, not, perhaps, becauſe they fully approve of it, but 
becauſe they cannot find any to anſwer every prope 
of Education better. 


| I JED found by ſeveral years“ experience, that, all 
the parts of Grammar after the Accidence, being in Latin, 
of thoſe two Grammars commonly uſed, are taught with 
conſiderable difficulty, and, unleſs to boys of great memories, 
very imperfectly; beſides, it frequently gives them ſuch a 
diſguſt to Latin, that, they entirely give up the purſuit, 


Scarcely 
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Scarcely any of thoſe Grammars which have appeared 
have remedied this defect; and on trial they have been 


found inadequate to the end propoſed: they have aimed 
too much at brevity; and, therefore, many of them are 


rather puzzles, than books calculated to lead youth gently 


through the difficulties which lie in their way. I have 
often wondered, that no one, among the many learned men 
of Great Britain, has undertaken to compriſe in one all 
- the excellencies of the various Grammars of the Latin 
Tongue. 


This 1 have attempted in the following Work. I have 
thought myſelf at liberty to take every thing which I could 


nnd in any work for the perfection of my own. 


in the firſt part I have proceeded nearly upon the 


plan of the Eton Accidence, omitting every thing which, 
| thought might be an impediment to the learner, and 


inſerting what I imagined might elucidate the ſubject. 
For this purpoſe I have added a Paradigm of the Five 
Declenſions of Nouns, particularly thoſe of the Firſt 
Declenſion of Greek Nouns; with examples of ſubſtantives 
and adjectives declined together. Likewiſe, I have put the 
Engliſh to the irregular and defective verbs. The Syntax 
18 moſtly taken from the Rudiments of the celebrated 


RudTman, only I have added examples almoſt to every | 


rule, and ſome rules, where I thought they might be of 
advay age to the ſcholar. To make this part more obvious 
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and plain, I have cauſed the examples to be printed in one 
line; the governing word in Roman characters, the word 
governed in Italic, and the Engliſn, anſwering to each, 
in the ſame letter. The rules for the Genders of Nouns 
are illuſtrated by examples, with the ſignification of each 
in Engliſh. The method of forming the Preterperfect 


Tenſes and Supines of Verbs are exemplified, after the 


manner of a Vocabulary, in a great number of ſimple verbs, 
with a compound verb when it differed from the ſimple. 


The Proſody will be found more extenſive, than in 


any Grammar of the kind, eſpecially on the quantity of 


ſyllables, which are conſidered at large; with examples from 
the Claſſics where it was neceſſary. 


The Meaſure and Structure of Verſe are exemplified in 
eleven different kinds of thoſe which are moſt common, 
with the method of Scanning z to which are added examples 
of Scanning the Odes and Epodes of Horace. 


I freely devote this Work to the uſe of the PuBLic; 
and to the bleſſing of Gop, who giveth wiſdom to the 
ſimple, and te the young man knowledge and diſcretion.

RULES For cOonSTRUING LATIN INTO ENGLISH. 


I. Taxs words that expreſs ſome paſſion, or excite the 
attention. Such are interjettions; as ben“ Likewiſe adverbs 
of exhorting, wiſhing, calling, ſhewing, or aſcing; as, age, 
utinam, heus, ecce, cur ? and with theſe go ſuch words as depend 
on them. | 


Where theſe are wanting, take vocative caſes. 


And 1f theſe be alſo wanting, take adverbs of forbidding, 
order, time, or place; as, ze, deinde, quando, ubi : alſo thoſe par- 
ticles which connect ſentences, or members of ſentences, to each 
other; or ſhew any ſort of dependence, relation, or oppoſition 
between them; ſuch are adverbs of likeneſs; as, at, fic; and 
moſt kinds of conjunctions. | 


IT. Take the nominative caſe to the principal verb, or that 


which ſtands inſtead of the nominative caſe: as, Præciptor 
dictat, et dijcipulus ſeribit ; ] he maſter dictates, and the ſcholar 
writes. Diluculo ſurgere ſaluberrimum eft, to riſe early in the 
morning is very healthful.

VIII. The ablative abſolute, being a diſtinſt member of a

or, The enemies fled, when the king approached. 

IX. If any thing be omitted, neceſſary to complete the 
conſtruction, it muſt be ſupplied; as, Ubi ad Dianae weneris, 
When you come to [the temple] of Diana.
